For the Ficst time ever, war stcuck the building where America plans For war - at 
9:41 A.M. American Aiclines #77 slammed into the outer walls of the Pentagon. The 
58-year-old building was built with 435,000 tons of concrete so it could withstand 
enemy attacks, but it could not survive a direct hit by a Fully Fueled jumbo jet. The 
plane penetrated three of the buildings Five cings, obliterating walls two Feet thick. 

As the nation observed the horrible events of September 11, 2001, so did Gretna 
High Schoo]. On September 14, 2001, schoo] was closed in observance of a National 
Day of Prayer. Throughout the halls of Gretna High Schoo] students, Faculty and 
administrators proudly wore and continue to wear red, white and blue. 

A student inter- 
viewed on Channel] One had this to say, "People say things happen that you never 
Forget. For my grandparents generation, it was the bombing of Pear] Harbor, For 
my parents generation it was the day President John F. Kennedy was assassinated, 
and For my generaton it wil] be September 11, 2001."
